Wh.at shall bo the 
proper position and use of this Grit 
Btono? Certainly not to create and liuild 
up. It shall be that of a grindstone? to 
Bharpen and brighten tho Government. 
Its true position is undoubtedly on tho 
Oppositigh JB^itQl^eB,^ wh^re, thank hea- 
Yon, it oa beeri ddomed ' by the discrimi- 
nation and good sonsoof Canada t-o remain 
through another Parliamentary term. The 
issue whioh has boon so hajtpily douidod at 
tho polls was not simply, yhall the Grits 
rnio ? It was, iu ofToct, shall the Union 
bo maintained ? Shall the largo national 
])olioy, Ro well inaugurated by tlw Sir 
John A. IMaedonald Administration. l)e 
carried out ? In short, shall tho work of 
Empire go forward ? To some it may 
seem absurd to talk about tho advimt to
